0/ Connecticut: 

Sir: — In accordance with the law under which this office was 
organized, the Inspector of Factories herewith respectfully sub- 
mits the Seventeenth Annual Report of the condition concerning 
safety to life and health of employes in factories and bakeshops 
visited, together with a detailed statement of inspections made 
and orders issued by this office during the year ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1903. 

In submitting the report of this department it gives me pleas- 
ure to state that the changes recommended in regard to ventila- 
tion, sanitary conditions, proper light, and the guarding of dan- 
gerous machinery, have in most instances been complied with. 
Oi all occasions the Inspector and Deputies connected with this 
ofice have been courteously received, and every facility given 
them to make careful and thorough inspections. 

During the fiscal year ended September 30, 1903, 1,690 factories 
and 254 bakeshops have been visited. This work has been done 
b/ the Inspector and by Mr. Henry O. Nichols of Norwich, and 
Mr. John H. Quinlan of Meriden, Deputies, who have gained 
valuable experience from their labors in this department, cover- 
ing a period of four years of continuous and faithful duty. Their 
work has been done in such a manner as to cause very little 
opposition.

In the 1,690 factories visited, 132,248 of the employes were 
male, and 49,357, or about one-third, were female. 

According to the United States census of 1900, Connecticut 
ranks twenty-ninth in point of population, but stands eleventh in 
the value of its manufactured products. 

The total population of Connecticut as given in the census of 

1900 is 908,420. 

The greatest number of employes found at work in factories 
was in 1902, when 187,854 persons were found employed, or over 
one-fifth of the entire population. 

Many inquiries have been received in years past for a list of 
manufacturers showing their location'and line of business, from 
advertising firms, manufacturers themselves and from men who 
were trying to seek a situation in some manufacturing concern, 
making a certain line of goods, the work on which, they were 
familiar with. During the past two years, a list of manufac- 
turers and the line of goods they made has been published.

This has necessitated a great deal of work in revising a list, 
showing the number of concerns who were actively engaged in 
business and in eliminating from such a list all manufacturers 
who had gone out of business by reason of failure or otherwise. 
In this report may be found a list of manufacturers on pages 143 
to 187 inclusive. It has been found that the report of the factory 
inspector has been placed on file in many offices and business 
■concerns, because it contained this list. 

ELEVATORS. 

In the inspection of elevators, the proper guarding of the ele- 
vator openings, examination of the safety devices and cables, is 
a work that requires much time and special training. Elevator 
openings, formerly guarded by bars or chains, have been done 
away with, and are now, in most instances, protected by 
automatic closing gates or hatches. Experience has taught that 
if a chain or bar is not in place across an elevator opening, it is 
no protection whatever, and many suits have been brought 
against owners of property for not properly protecting the ele- 
vator openings. With automatic closing gates or hatches the 
liability that an elevator opening will be left unguarded by a 
careless employe is obviated, as such gates or hatches operate 
by the raising or lowering of the elevator car. Safety appli- 
ances are required on elevators, and their proper care and 
attention is closely looked after. In some industries where the 
steam is naturally excessive, or in paper mills where there is 
more or less chlorine gas, safety devices are often found that 
under no conditions will work properly, as they are corroded 
badly by such agencies, and unless they are cleaned and lubri- 
cated often, will refuse to work. Sometimes it is found that the 
springs operating a safety device are either tied up or broken, 
so that they are of no practical use, and in such cases, orders to 
repair them or provide new ones are issued. Many weak lifting 
and counterweight cables are found, and orders have been issued 
to provide and operate new cables. The average life and dura- 
bility of a cable sometimes varies very much, as the same size 
cable of the same quality and make, will not last half as long as 
its predecessor, though it is subject to the same conditions 
exactly. The using of small sheave pulleys for the elevator 
cables to pass over is responsible for many of the weak cables 
found. A good sized sheave pulley greatly prolongs the life of 
the cable. 

In many places visited, a regular employe to operate the car is 
not found, but any employe who has occasion may operate it.

This is one of the reasons why many accidents occur. Where an 
elevator is used enough to warrant it, a regular attendant should 
be employed. 

In places where the elevator is not frequently used, and is 
operated by different persons, electric bell signals, by which 
warning is given that the elevator is in use, or locking devices, 
whereby the car is securely held for persons loading or unload- 
ing freight at landings, are recommended. In the inspection of 
elevators in mercantile buildings, sometimes they are found 
without any safety device, whatever, or with all the openings 
unguarded. The liability of an accident in such places is great. 
Such openings are ordered to be protected by self-closing: 
gates or hatches. 

Many inquiries are received by this office, as to the best kind 
of elevator cable, as the cables sometimes purchased after a few 
months' use begin to crystalize and new ones have to be pro- 
vided. In replying to such inquiries it is stated that if a cable 
is to be run over small sheave pulleys, a soft iron cable, or one 
where the strands of the cable are laid flat, will last longer than 
a high carbon steel cable, as they are less apt to crystalize. 
There is another kind of cable, consisting of five strands, 
covered with a hemp cord and each strand consisting of nineteen ■ 
wires, which is being recommended for use for factory elevators. 
This cable is being tested at different places and a record kept 
as to its durability. In the use of this kind of a cable, an in- 
spector cannot see whether the wire is beginning to crystalize 
or not, as it is covered with a tarred hemp cord, which hides it 
from view. The writer believes that this cable, on account of 
its tarred covering, is more suitable for outside rope transmis- 
sion or hoisting machinery, than for inside work. 

PROPER EGRESS IN FACTORIES. 
During the past year a number of factories were found in 
which twenty or more persons were employed above the second 
floor, and in which only one way of egress was provided. At 
one factory visited, one hundred and forty women were found 
employed on the four different floors, many of them being in 
the third and fourth stories. Had a fire occurred during the 
working hours of this factory a loss of life might have resulted. 
The building inspector of the city was at once notified of the 
danger and a good fire escape was provided. In several fac- 
tories visited, the fire escapes on the outside and one of the 
inside stairways were found so obstructed that they could not be 
used. The tenants of such buildings were crowded for room,.

and were using the iron fire escapes and inside entry ways, 
which contained stairway leading to another floor, for storage 
purposes. The owners of these buildings were notified that the 
using of such places for storage was illegal, because in the 
event of fire or panic, only one means of egress was provided. 
The building inspectors and other proper authorities, who en- 
force the fire escape laws, were notified. The fault in such cases 
lies with the tenants, as the owners of the buildings have pro- 
vided good and sufficient means of egress, and they should be 
kept free from any obstructions. 

Windows and doors, providing an entrance to fire escapes, are 
sometimes found securely fastened, so that in the event of fire 
considerable delay would be occasioned before the fire escapes 
could be made accessible. In a new platform to a fire escape, 
the opening through which the ladder passed to the floor below 
was found to be too small to allow any person to pass through 
except a small boy. 

The best protected large factory in the event of fire that the 
writer knows of, is that of the R. & G. Corset Co., of South 
Norwalk. This is a brick building, four stories high and one 
hundred and sixty feet long. In it are employed about one 
thousand employes, most of whom are women. Besides inside 
stairways and other means of egress, they have erected a fire 
escape covering one entire side of the building. It is of their 
own design, and consists of iron balconies, on a level with each 
floor, running the entire length, and protected on the sides eight 
feet in height. There are six iron stairways leading from one 
balcony to another down to the ground. In a drill this factory 
can be emptied of its one thousand employes in considerably 
less than five minutes. 

The laws of Connecticut regarding fire escapes are peculiar 
as compared with those of other states. The factory inspectors 
in most states having such a department, if they find a factory 
in which the egress in case of fire or panic is considered in- 
sufficient, have authority to order such buildings to be provided 
with good and sufficient means of egress. In this state, the 
building inspector of each city, having such a department, the 
warden of each borough not having a building inspector, or the 
first selectman of each town, are required by law to visit all fac- 
tories, hotel's and other buildings mentioned, at least once a 
year, between April first and October first, to see that they are 
supplied with good and sufficient means of egress.

All large cities in Connecticut now have a building inspector, 
although Waterbury did not have such an official until after the 
big fire, about two years ago. The city of New Haven has also 
appointed a building inspector within the last three years. 
When factories are found with poor means of egress, and in 
which an additional stairway or fire escape should be provided, 
a complaint is made to the building inspector, if it is located in 
the city, the warden of each borough not having a building in- 
spector, or the first selectman of the town, as it is their duty to 
visit such places. In some cities the building inspectors devote 
their entire time to their work, and order changes to be made 
by property owners to comply with the law, but in other places 
very little inspection work is done, and the conditions are not 
bettered much each year in this respect. It is safe to say that 
only a part of the selectmen of the different towns of the state 
know it devolves upon them to perform the duties of building 
inspector. Many complaints are received from traveling men 
relating to the violation of the fire escape law in hotels, and also 
local complaints that the doors in some halls and public build- 
ings do not swing outwardly as they should. In reply to 
such complaints a copy of a report of this department is sent, 
which contains the building inspection and the fire escape laws 
in de.tail. These may be found on pages 121, 122, 125, 126 and 
127 in this report. 

In my former reports I have endeavored to call attention to 
the fact that the Connecticut fire escape laws are not as strict 
and not as rigidly enforced as in many other states. Legisla- 
tion on such matters should be uniform in all states, and should 
be of a conservative and preventive nature, rather than the 
extreme measures sometimes adopted after some great calamity. 

VENTILATION. 
Heating and ventilating engineers are each year finding 
methods of improving the ventilation in factories. Exhaust 
systems which carry off injurious dust and poisonous gases are 
in general use. There are some problems in ventilation, how- 
ever, which are extremely difficult to solve. The best method 
to remove the excessive steam generated in plank and coloring 
rooms of large hat factories has been given close attention. 
Ventilating systems costing many hundred dollars have been 
erected, which have improved the conditions very much. It is 
true, however, under the best conditions known, in extreme cold 
weather, the plank or coloring room* of a hat shop are disagree- 
able places to work in, on account of the excessive steam. 
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All large wood working plants now have exhaust systems, 
which remove the excessive dust and shavings from their wood 
working machinery, making it much more healthful for the 
employes of such places. This has all been brought about by 
improvements in methods of ventilation and factory inspection 
laws, although in some instances there are owners of factories 
not only looking for machinery that will reduce the cost of 
production and do better work, but for any improvement which 
will in any way better the condition of their employes, without 
any solicitation whatever. 

Several factories erected within the last two years have been 
found extremely hot in the summer months. They were one 
story in height and built after the method of European weave 
sheds, all the light coming through the saw-tooth roofs, on the 
north side. Unless such buildings have windows on the side 
there is apt to be poor circulation of air. On account of the 
great amount of glazed surface contained in the roof, the heat of 
the sun makes such a room a veritable hot-house unless good 
ventilation is secured in the peak of each roof by means of ven- 
tilators, fans or windows. Adjustable windows, in the roof are 
not popular, as they are apt to be left open and caused damage 
to machinery or stock by rain. 

BELT SHIFTING. 

As many of the accidents which occur yearly in factories are 
caused by throwing belts on pulleys, it is perhaps proper to 
suggest that belt shifters should be used by careful men trained 
for such business. Boys should not be allowed to throw on 
belts, as they do not usually realize the danger of such an opera- 
tion. Friction clutches, whereby the power can be thrown off 
or on in each room or section of the factory, are coming into 
general use in both old and new factories. Long lines of shaft- 
ing, transmitting power a distance from either engine or water 
wheel are being done away with where advantageous, and ma- 
chinery driven by electric motor substituted. 

PROPER GUARDING OF MACHINERY. 

The proper guarding of machinery requires much attention, 
both on machinery already installed and the new machinery 
added. It is ofttimes said, when gears are exposed and the 
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attention of the owners called to them, that the gears are small 
and not of a dangerous nature, and no one has ever received an 
injury from them. Nevertheless the condition obtains and 
helps to make up the combination of circumstances which go to 
create an accident. Such should always be well guarded. Low 
revolving shaftings are also a source of danger, as female 
employes coming in contact with them, catch their clothing or 
hair, causing very painful injuries. This goes to show that ho 
machine should be cleaned while in motion, and that low shafting 
on machinery should be so guarded that the operator would be 
in no danger. Slow or fast running milling cutters are very 
dangerous and often are operated by young persons. The 
danger lies in reaching over the cutter, when the sleeves are 
caught and the arm or hand lacerated. Proper guards should be 
placed over these revolving cutters to insure safety to the oper- 
ator. As managers and superintendents of factories do not 
desire accidents of even the slightest nature, it behooves them 
to see that all machines, old or new, be well protected at all 
times. 

BAKERIES. 

In the year ended September 30, 1903, two hundred and fifty- 
four bakeries were visited. This is the same number of shops 
inspected as in the year 1897. * In comparing the two years, 
it is found that in 1897 there were one hundred and one shops 
visited which were located on the first floor and above. In 1903, 
one hundred and forty-nine shops were found located above the 
grade line. This comparison shows that the cellar and base- 
ment shops are being gradually eliminated. The consolidation 
of baking interests is responsible for the closing of some of 
these places and all new shops are required by law to be above 
the grade line. Several bakeries were found in the course of 
construction in basements. Such parties were notified that it 
was contrary to the bakeshop law, and they located in first floor 
shops. Ignorance of the law, is the excuse given by such per- 
sons. It would seem that after six years of inspection, and 
the publication by the press of the requirements of the law 
regarding the conditions of bakeries, they should be known to 
everyone. The condition of bakeries has been greatly improved 
during this time, and while there will probably be some places 
found each year in unsanitary condition by the proper enforce- 
ment of the law such conditions will be largely done away with. 

Three prosecutions for violation of the bakeshop law have 
been made by the prosecuting attorneys of cities in which un-

sanitary bakeries were located. At one place visited a baker 
was in the habit of sleeping in the shop. The owner of this 
place was notified, but he still allowed this man to sleep there. 
After thirty days from date of notice given him he was prose- 
cuted and fined by the court. Another prosecution was brought 
against an owner of a bakery for opening a cellar bakery after it 
was once closed and maintaining a water-closet communicating 
with the bakeshop. This person was also fined by the court. 
Another prosecution occurred where a cellar bakery was re- 
ported to be closed and the proprietor leased a first floor shop 
and run it for about three months, then abandoned the shop and 
moved back into the old cellar again. The witnesses secured 
for the prosecution on the witness stand testified for the defense 
by saying that this baker conducted both places and that the shop 
had never been closed. One witness testified that he saw them 
moving some of the r furniture of the shop from the old location 
to the new. But this was explained by the owner of the building 
by saying that he had two complete sets of furniture and baking 
utensils in the shop. This could not be disproved and the case 
was thrown out of court for lack of evidence. 

SUITABLY LIGHTED WORK ROOMS. 

The use of stained, painted or corrugated glass in factory 
windows, where the same is injurious to the eyes of the work- 
men, is forbidden in Section 4,518 of the General Statutes. One 
factory was visited during the year where many complaints had 
been received from employers that the light from the corrugated 
glass windows injured their eyes. It was found that the work 
carried on was of a close nature and required a good, clear light. 
The managers of this factory realized that the light they had 
was not suitable and removed the objectionable glass and sub- 
stituted the ordinary clear glazing in the sash. They expressed 
regret that they did not know before hand what they afterwards 
learned by experience. 

At no place visited has any complaint been received regarding 
the use of prismatic glass as a glazing for windows. 

WATER CLOSET ACCOMMODATIONS. 
Section 4,519 of the General Statutes requires every person 
owning or operating any factory where'more than five persons 
are employed, to provide suitable water closet accommodations 
for the use of their employes. Some factories visited employ 
but five hands and would not come strictly 'under this law. 
Little trouble is experienced, however, on this account. 
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Many complaints were received regarding the ventilation of 
water closets. At some places the water pressure was very low 
in the summer months and consequently closets situated on the 
upper floors of factories did not flush properly. This creates bad 
conditions which can only be overcome by forcing water to a 
storage tank at a suitable elevation. 

In large factories where gang closets are found the ventila- 
tion is greatly improved by the use of a blower connected by a 
metal draught pipe with small pipes leading from main pipe 
underneath each water closet seat. 

CHANGES IN FACTORY LAWS. 

Chapter S3, Public Acts, 1903, amends section 4,522 of the 
General Statutes, by providing a penalty for violation of section 
4,518, regarding the use of stained, painted or corrugated glass 
in factory windows. 

Chapter 97, Public Acts, 1903, changes the term of office of the 
Factory Inspector from two to four years. It also defines his 
duties and the duties of deputies employed, and their salaries.. 
All elevators whether in factories, mercantile establishments, 
storehouses, dwellings, or other buildings are placed under the 
supervision of this department. It says he may order hoist- 
ways, trapdoors, self-closing hatches, safety catches or other 
safeguards, as will insure the safety of all persons therein. 
Due diligence shall be used to keep such trapdoors closed at: 
all times except when in actual use by an occupant of the 
building, having the use and control of the same. All elevator 
cabs or cars, whether used for freight or passengers, shall be pro- 
vided with some suitable mechanical device, if considered nec- 
essary by said inspector, whereby the cab or car will be securely 
held in the event of accident to the shipper rope or hoisting 
machinery, or from any similar *■ cause, and said mechanical 
device shall at all times be kept in good working order. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
I would hereby recommmend that at the next session of the 
General Assembly the Fire Escape Laws of this State be 
amended so that the enforcement of this law in factories be 
made mandatory. Also that the Bakeshop Law be amended so- 
that the terms "cellar" and ' 'basement' ' be clearly defined^ 
Also "when once closed" should also be made clear.

Except when otherwise stated the following Laws and 
Sections are from the General Statutes of 1902. 

CHAPTER 97, PUBLIC ACTS OF 1903. 

An Act concerning the Appointment of a Factory Inspector 
and his Deputies, and defining their Duties and fixing 
their Salaries. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Assembly convened: 

Section 1. The governor shall, with the consent of ^g^" 
the senate, on or before the fifteenth day of May, A. D. factory 

inspector. 

1903, and before the first day of May quadrennially there- 
after, appoint a factory inspector, who shall hold office for 
four years and until his successor is appointed and qual- 
ified. The governor may remove the inspector for cause. 
Said factory inspector shall receive an annual salary of 
twenty-five hundred dollars and necessary expenses. 

Sec. 2. The inspector shall examine all elevators, Jo^ain?- 
whether in factories, mercantile establishments, store- "legators 
houses, workhouses, dwellings, or other buildings, and 
may order hoistways, hatchways, elevator wells, and well 
holes to be protected by trapdoors, self-closing hatches, 
safety catches, or other safeguards as will insure the safety 
of all persons therein. Due diligence shall be used to keep 
such trapdoors closed at all times, except when in actual 
use by an occupant of the building having the use and 
control of the same. All elevator cabs or cars, whether 
used for freight or passengers, shall be provided with some 
suitable mechanical device, if considered necessary by said 
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inspector, whereby the cab or car will be securely held in 
the event of accident to the shipper rope or hoisting 
machinery, or from any similar cause, and said mechanical 
device shall at all times be kept in good working order. 

Appoint- Sec. 3. The inspector may from time to time appoint 

duties and deputies to assist him in the performance of his duties. 

Son of" 8 * Such deputies shall have the same power and authority as 

deputies. ^ e inspector, subject to his approval. Each of said 

deputies shall receive a compensation of five dollars per 

day for actual services, and his necessary expenses incident 

to the performance of the duties of his office. The total 

amount extended under this section shall not exceed in 

any one year seven thousand dollars, which shall be paid 

upon proper vouchers by the deputies, signed by the 

inspector. 

Repeal. Sec 4 Sections 4514, 4517, and 4526, and all other 
provisions of the general statutes inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect from its passage. 
Approved, May 12, 1903. 

Duties of Factory Inspector.

Sanitary Condition of Factories.

The belting, shaft- 
ing, gearing, machinery and drums of all factories and 
buildings where machinery is used, when so placed as, in 
the opinion of the inspector, to be dangerous to the persons 
employed therein while engaged in their ordinary duties, 
shall, as far as practicable, be securely guarded. No 
machinery other than steam engines in a factory shall be 
cleaned while running after notice forbidding the same is 
given by the inspector to the owners or operators of the 
factory. 
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Use of Stained Glass Windows Forbidden.

Water Closets to be Provided.

Notice of Complaints by Inspector.

Order to Remove Excessive Dust.

writing, direct the person, or corporation owning, occupy- 
ing, or carrying on business in such premises, within three 
months from the date of said order, to introduce and oper- 
ate such appliances or devices as may be necessary to 
remove, so far as the nature of the business will permit, 
such excessive dust or foreign matter; provided^ that such 
appliances or devices do not restrict or interfere with the 
aforesaid business or operations. 
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CHAPTER 53, PUBLIC ACTS, 1903. 

Penalty for Violation of Orders. 

Section 4522 of the General Statutes is hereby amended 
to read as follows : 
SI". 1888. Every owner, lessee, or occupant of a factory or 
i889 9 ch. 225. building included within the provisions of this chapter, or 
1895 ch, 206. owning or controlling the use of any room in such building,

CHAPTER 153. 



Sanitary Condition of Bakeshops. 

i 2569. Every building or room occupied as a bakery shall J§JJ # 174i> 
be drained and plumbed in a manner conducive to its health- J§*» 140 
ful and sanitary condition, and constructed with air shafts woi. 
and windows or ventilating pipes sufficient to insure ventila- ssi| 6. 
tion, as the factory inspector shall direct ; no cellar or base- 
ment not used as a bakery on the first of August, 1901, shall 
be used as such, and no cellar, occupied as a bakery on or 
before said date, when once closed, shall be again opened for 
such use. Every bakery shall be provided with a wash-room 
and water-closet apart from the bake room and rooms where 
the .manufacturing of such food products is conducted ; no 
water-closet, earth-closet, privy, or ash pit, shall be within or 
communicate directly with a bake shop. Rooms used for the 
manufacture of flour or meal food shall be at least eight feet 
in height ; the side walls of such rooms shall be plastered 
or wainscoted, the ceiling plastered or ceiled with lumber or 
metal, and, if required by the factory inspector, shall be 
whitewashed at least once in three months ; the furniture, 
utensils and floor of such rooms shall be kept in healthful, 
sanitary condition, the manufactured flour or meal food 
products shall be kept in dry, clean and airy rooms. The 
sleeping places for persons employed in a bakery shall be 
separate from the rooms where food products are manufac- 
tured or stored. After inspection the factory inspector may 
issue a certificate to the owner or operator of such bakery 
that it is conducted in compliance with the provisions of law; 
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140 INSPECTION OF BAKERIES. 

but where orders are issued by said inspector to improve the 
condition of a bakery no such certificate shall be issued until 
such orders shall have been complied with. 



Duty of Employer. 

•ch.83. 22570. No employer shall permit any person to work in 

* 9 ' his bake shop who is affected with pulmonary tuberculosis, 

scrofulous or venereal disease, or with a communicable skin 
affection, and every employer shall maintain himself and his 
employes in a clean and sanitary condition while engaged in 
the manufacture, handling or sale of such food products. 

Factory Inspector's Orders. 

ch!i74, §2571. The owner, agent, or lessee of any property used 

c2?i4o. as a bakery shall, within thirty days after the service of notice 
cS l 83 upon him of an order issued by the factory inspector, com- 
**. ply therewith, or cease to use or to allow the use of such 

premises as a bake shop; such notice shall be in writing and 
may be served upon such owner, agent, or lessee, either per- 
sonally or by mail, and a notice by registered letter, mailed 
to the last known address of such owner, agent, or lessee, 
shall be sufficient service. 



Penalty. 

Stub. §2572. Every person who violates any provision of §§2569, 

* 8 - 2570, or 2571, or who fails to comply with an order of the 

factory inspector, shall be fined not more than fifty dollars 
for the first offense, not more than one hundred dollars or 
imprisoned not more than ten days for the second offense, 
and not more than two hundred dollars and imprisoned not 
more than thirty days for each subsequent offense.
